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KuDiawik  dfers  a  tale  (tf  survival,1riiimph

On  OctobCT  7,  WBZ-TV  Aits 
and  Entertainment  repcxla-  Joyce 
Kulhawik  delivaed  a  lecture  to 
FSC  students,  feculty,  and  ndgh- 
bas  discussing  her  battle  with  and 
survival  of  cancer. 

Kulhawik  q^ened  the  Visiting 
Artists  and  Lecturers  Series 
(VALS)  which  this  year  examines 
"Health  and  Healing"  and  is  funded 
by  the  FSC  Foundation. 

In  1979,  Kulhawik  was  diag- 
nosed with  malignant  melanoma 
and  doc  tOTS  discovered  a  cancerous 
tumwin  h^leg  justabove  her  knee. 
This  illness  cculd  not  have  come  at 
a  wOTse  time  fw  Kulhawik — two 
wedcs  before  her  wedding  and  at 
the  oily  time  in  her  life  when  she 
did  not  have  some  kind  of  medical 
insurance. 

The  tumcH-  was  treated  and 
Kulhawikproceeded  with  her  wed- 
ding as  planned. 

Ovarian  cancer  struck 
Kulhawik  in  1988  after  she  had 
been  misdiagnosed  with  aiuptured 
appendix,  wheeled  into  surgery, 
and  opened  only  for  the  doctors  in 
the  operating  room  to  discover  their 
mistake.  Luckily,  the  cancer  was 
caught  in  the  v^  first  stages  of  its 
development,  a  rare  fatune  for 
those  who  devek^  the  illness. 

Kulhawik  was  treated  without 
chemother^y ,  and  h^cancer  soon 
disappeared. 

Har  recunence  began  in  May  of 
1989  during  a  safari  in  Africa 
Three  weeks  later,  a  six  month  pe- 
riod of  chemotherapy  treatment 
began,  and  Kulhawik  said  that  she 
wasfoitunateenoughnottoloseher

hair. 

Kulhawik  had  several  key  mes- 
sages she  wanted  to  get  across  in  her 
lecture.  She  stron^y  emphasized 
the  impwtance  of  getting  a  seaxid 
opinion  firom  a  docto".  "Doctors 
can  make  mistakes,"  she  said. 
"You  can  get  two  highly  skilled, 
rqxitable  doctors  who  can  have 
totally  (^)posite  and  contradictcxy 
interpretations  oi  the  same  set  of 
data." 

She  said  that  pec^le  can  heal 
themselves  and  stressed  that  pecple 


must  take  control  of  their  own 
healthcare.  'Tfsomeoneisgoingto 
make  a  mistake..it's  you  v/ho  is 
going  to  bear  the  burden  of  that" 

"Nurses  are  the  angels  that  walk 
the  earth,"  said  Kulhawik,  who  ex- 
plained the  key  role  the  nurses  at 
Beth  Israel  played  in  helping  her 
through  fiCT  chonotherapy. 

KiJhawik,  who  aj^jears  daily  on 
Eyewitness  news  at5,6,  and  11pm, 
has  testified  befcxe  Congress  on  the 
20th  annivCTsary  of  the  National 
Cancer  Act  Shehasbeoihowred 


by  the  American  Cancer  Society 
with  a  National  Bronze  Medal 
Award fcr her wMk.  Kulhawikhas 
also  recdved  a  Distinguishing  Vol- 
untary Leadoship  Award  for  her 
role  in  national  telethcxis  from  the 
March  of  Dimes. 

Kulhawik  joined  WBZ  in  1978 
as  an  associate  producer  and 
"weekend  tipster"  for  Evaiing 
Magazine. 

She  is  amembCTof  the  Bostcxi 
Society  of  Film  Critics  and  has 
intKviewed  a  plethoa  of  celeri- 


ties including  MadcHina,  Steven 
Spdlberg,  Robert  DeNiro,  Meayl 
Streep,  and  Daniel  Day-Lewis. 

In  1974  she  earned  her  bachelw 
of  arts  degree  in  English/secondary 
educaticHi  from  Simmons  College, 
where  she  was  one  of  the  tc^  two 
graduating  senicxs.  In  1977,  she 
received  her  MAT  in  English/edu- 
cation from  the  University  of  Vct- 
mont.  She  taught  English  at 
Broddine  High  School  frwn  1976 
to  1978. 

Kulhawik  said  that  her  cancer 
has  had  a  minimal  effect  cm  te 
career.  "It  has  affected  my  dp- 
proach  to  my  job,  wcsk,  and  what  I 
say,"  she  said.  "I  feel  mcae  opened 
bythecancerinsomeway.  I'vealso 
learned  how  restcaative  the  arts  can 
befcM-peqjle." 

Kulhawik  offered  scMne  advise 
to  aspiring  journalists.  "Write 
about  the  things  you  really  care 
about  It's  the  secret  with  every- 
thing in  your  life.  If  you  are  not 
really  loving  it,  you  shouldn't  be 
doing  it  You'll  always  be  the  best 
at  the  things  you  love."  She  added 
that  next,  writers  should  build  as 
much  experience  as  possible. 

In  FetHuary,  she  and  her  hus- 
band Andrew  will  be  expecting  a 
baby  girl  through  a  surrogate 
mother.  Her  ovarian  cancer  hi^)ry 
prevents  her  from  bearing  childrai, 
but  the  baby  will  be  biologically 
related  to  h^  husband. 

"I  dcxi't  usually  do  a  lot  of  speak- 
ing engagements  because  my 
schedule  is  jammed,"  said 
Kulhawik.  'To  be  able  to  speak  to 
a  gxxp  like  lliis  is  a  very  uplifting 
experioKe  ...  l  got  such  a  warm 
welcome  from  the  people  at 
Fitchburg  State  College."

Qu£ffatiello  is  re^xxisible  for  the 
institution  and  the6(X)pluschildren 
currently  enrolled  thae.  Prior  lo 
this  position  at  McKay ,  QuaratieUo 
was  at  West  Parish  Elementary 
School  in  Gloucesta,  Massachu- 
setts. He  is  replacing  Dr.  Rcxiald  P. 
Colbert  who  left  his  position  to 
return  asamemb^of  the  educaticxi 
dqiaitmenL 

Quaratidlo  is  impressed  by  the 
new  surroundings,  teachots,  stti- 


dents,  and  parents  that  he  has 
wcriced  with.  'The  kids  show  a 
stnxig  willingness  to  learn,"  he 
said,  adding  iat  die  teachers  and 
parents  are  siqipative  of  the  stu- 
dents and  wcxk  well  together. 

QuaratieUo  said  that  through  the 
college  and  the  city  of  Fitchburg, 
thepublic  schools  in  the  area  have  a 
hi^  quality  programming.

He  has  expaessed  some  intaest 
in  implementing  programs  such  as 
Odyssey  of  the  Mind,  Jutuot  Great 
Bodcs,andNature's  Classrocxn,  an 
environmailal  sttidy  program.  He 
also  intends  to  become  mwe  in- 
volved with  the  students  by  spend- 
ing mae  time  with  them  in  the 
classroom,  cafeteria,  and  play- 
ground. 

Quaratiello  feds  it  is  impotant 
tor  the  learning  process  tobe  oijoy- 
able  and  strongly  urges  childrai  to 
be  concerned  about  their  own  edu- 
cation.

The  pand  discussion  "Think- 
ing About  Community" 
launched  the  Women  in  Today's 
Society  (WTTS)  fHogram  on  Sep- 
tember 30  at  3:30.  This  was  the 
first  of  the  1993-1994  pogram 
series,  the  ovaall  thane  being 
"Creating  Communities:  The 
RelaticHial  Wcxid  of  Women." 

Margot  Kempers  ptesoited  a 
q)eech  on  "Community  Matters" 
as  the  keynote  ^)eakCT.  Panelists 
included  Michele  Zide,  cfcan  of 
graduate  and  continuing  educa- 
ticHi  at  Fitchbuig  State  College; 
Emily  Chandler  of  the  MGH  In- 
stitute for  Health  Professicms; 
Martha  Lane  Browne,  directed  of 
the  Guild  Dancers;  and  Anna 
Farrell,  director  of  Battered 
Wcmien's  Resources. 

"I  think  we  should  begin  this 
series  by  acknowledging  that 
community  has  many  mean- 
ings." said  Kempers,  an  associate 
IHofessOT  of  sociology  at  FSC. 
"This  everyday  \erm  refers  to  dif- 


ferent people  and  to  places  where 
we  live  as  well  as  to  moe  abstract 
life  experiences  and  social  rela- 
tionships." 

KempCTS  develqped  several 
'  themes  as  to  the  various  types  of 
communities  and  of  what  these 
communities  consist.  "Commu- 
nity is  a  rationale  for  including 
and  for  separating."  said 
Kempas.  "It  captures  a  sense  of 
mutual  obligation,  as  in  we  are  all 
(Mie  and  towCTS  the  senseof  shared 
isolation  and  histray,  as  in  it's  us 
against  them." 

Kempers  also  touched  upon 
the  assertion  thatapersc»i's"very 
survival  demands  attention  fiom 
others  and  demands  interacticni 
with  others."  This  led  to  the  differ- 
entiation between  the  positiais  of 
communitarianism  and  liberal  in- 
dividualism. "While 
communitarians  maintain  that  we 
become  persons  as  a  result  of 
community  attachments  and  in- 
teraction, liberal  individualism 
asserts  that  our  personhood  is 
fully  ccmstituled  befane  wc  gener- 
ate ties  with  others." 

"'Community  Matters'  is  not 


just  a  desoptive  label."  Kempras 
said.  "It's  a  way  of  life." 

Michele  Zide  ^x^  on  the 
challenges  that  face  us  in  commu- 
nities as  well  as  in  the  wakplace. 
Through  personal  experience, 
Zide  noted  that  "parts  of  me  can't 
be  evoywhere  and  that  I  have  to 
deny  mysdf  attention  in  certain 
parts  of  me  in  order  to  make  the 
connecticn  and  expaience  the 
value  of  that  connection." 

She  stated  that  there  are  certain 
partsofha^lf  that  she  can'thring 
toevaysituaticMi  that  she encoun- 
tCTS,  but  tfiat  she  toves  the  chal- 
lenge involved  in  that  She  didn't 
have  to  show  all  of  h^isdf  in 
catain  situations,  but  that  didn't 
deny  who  she  was. 

Zide  also  spdce  on  the  com- 
munity that  she  is  involved  with  at 
Fitchbuig  State  Collie.  She  said 
that  there  was  already  a  commu- 
nity established,  but  they  allowed 
their  perscmal  qualities  to  shine 
through  and  partake.  "Whatever 
we  learn  in  the  woriq)lace,  we  can 
t»ing  with  us  whoevCT  we  go." 
Anna  Farrell,  diiectty  of  the 
Battered  Resource  Center  in 


Htchbug  and  the  chair  of  Task 
Force  (XI  Violence  Awareness, 
i^x^e  on  healing  community  in 
the  area  of  danestic  violence. 

"Most  battered  women  see 
themselves  as  islands."  said 
Farrell.  "We  as  their  community 
have  failed  than."  The  battoed 
woman's  relationship  has  been 
destroyed  and  th^  find  them- 
selves "truly  alone",  left  without  a 
suRXXt  group  OT  an  identity  out- 
side her  relationship. 

Farrell  noted  that  thCTe  is,  how- 
ever, scxne  healing  taking  place  in 
this  community.  Shemaitioneda 
local  organization  that  was  cre- 
ated to  deal  with  the  issue  of  do- 
mestic violOTce.  A  diverse  group 
of  peq)le  oxnpose  the  Round 
Table  on  domestic  violence  and 
together  they  "address,  learn 
about  and  plan  a  coodinaied  re- 
qx)nse,  a  way  to  heal." 

Martha  Lane  Brown,  directo" 
of  the  Guild  Dancos,  spdce  on 
her  expoiences  in  her  communi- 
ties. "Whai  you  take  time  with 
yourself,  you  want  to  know  who 
you're  with."  Brown  said.  "That 
way  whai  we  do  axne  to  com- 


munity, we'll  have  som^hing  to 
give." 

She  spc^  on  coitemporary 
community  and  stated  that 
today's  society  is  encompassed 
by  too  many  communities.  She 
urged  the  audience  to  address 
how  a  community  SCTves  you  and 
choose  the  course  that  you  like 
besL  'Tor  a  community  to  sur- 
vive," said  Brown,  "thae  has  to 
be  a  willingness  to  change  be- 
cause change  is  going  to  happen 
whether  we  like  it  or  not" 

The  last  panelist,  Emily  Chan- 
dlCT,apsychiatric  nurse  and  Pres- 
bytaian  minister,  ^ke  cxi  the 
^iritual  oxnmunity  as  well  as 
the  difference  betweai  religion 
and  spirituality.  She  also  touched 
iqxm  the  issue  of  fieedom  and 
Older  within  the  church  commu- 
nity and  the  woman's  role  in  the 
church. 

The  next  scheduled  WITS 
program  is  fOTOctobCT27  at?  pm 
in  Kent  Recital  Hall.  Tlie  film 
"Defending  Our  Lives"  will  be 
screened  and  Stacey  Kabat, 
founder  of  Battled  Women 
Fighting  Back,  will  give  a  talk.

Irish  poet  reads  at  FSC

PetCT  Fallon,  an  Irish  poet  and 
sheep  farmer,  came  to  Htchbuig 
State  College  on  Tuesday,  Octo- 
bsr  5,  and  read  sdections  of  po- 
etry from  his  new  boc*;  entided 
"TlieNewsoftheWOTld"aswell 
as  some  of  his  oldo  wok. 

Dr.  William  Keough,  a  FSC 
English  jyofessOT  and  Mend  of 
the  visiting  poet  introduced 
Fallon  and  pointed  out  what  an 
extracx'dinary  like  that  Fallon  has 
lived  in  a  very  slxxt  period  of 
time. 

The  young  Fallon  began  writ- 
ing poetry  professionally  in  his 
late  teens  mi  "retired"  at  24, 
having  graduated  fitxn  college,  to 
write  poetry  and  mind  the  sheq) 
on  his  nine  acre  farm  fifty  miles 
northwest  of  Dublin.  Fallon  is 
also  pubUshea-  of  Gallery  Press, 
something  he  started  to  get  strug- 
gling Irish  poets  published  in  Ire- 
land. 

Keough  also  noted  that  he  sees 
"a  balance  between  real  life  and 
the  life  of  the  mind."  Fallon  uses 


his  exp^^ce  on  the  farm  as  a 
shqiherd  to  locdc  at  and  examine 
the  worid  through  his  poetry. 

Falloi  read  nine  of  his  poems, 
explaining  some  of  the  histray 
bdiind  each  before  he  b^an.  His 
first  selection,  "The  Lost  Fidd", 
recounted  the  tale  of  his  uiKle's 
purchase  of  somelandfromaman 
with  a  "strong  weakness"  -  alco- 
hol. Fallon's  uncle  nevCT  saw  the 
land  befwe  the  sale  and  he  nevCT 
found  the  land  after  that 

"Fostoing"  was  the  shortest 
and  most  powafiil  poem  Fallcm 
read  It  described  the  jractice  of 
tryingtogetalamb  whose  mother 
is  unable  to  pxxluce  milk  to  feed 
from  another  mother  sheep 
whose  lamb  has  either  died  ot 
been  still-bom.  Mother  sheq)  re- 
ject lambs  that  do  not  bear  their 
scent  Therefwe,  to  fool  the  milk 
jKoducing  sheep  and  to  save  the 
lamb's  life,  the  fleece  is  removed 
from  the  dead  lamb  and  dipped 
over  the  healthy  lamb.  The 
mother  of  the  deal  lamb  smells 
her  offq»Tng  when  the  disguised 
lambapiKoaches. 

FallcMi's  poetry  also  touched 
upon  thebloodshed  created  by  the 


Irish  Rqxiblican  Army.  His  quiet 
life  on  the  &irm  was  disturbed  a 
few  years  back  when  it  was  dis- 
covCTed  the  IRA  was  holding  a 
hostage  in  a  cottage  near  his  land. 
The  poem  "My  Care"  blaided 
this  experience  with  images  of 
Fallon'sdaytodaystruggleonthe 
sheep  farm. 

Fallon  read  for  ^poximately 
fortyminutes  and  then  was  able  to 
answCT  a  few  questions  fiom  the 
audience.  When  asked  whetha 
most  of  his  poetry  centered 
around  the  images  of 
shepherding,  Fallon  said,  "For 
years  I  saw  many  moresheep  than 
pecple." 

When  asked  how  he  chooses 
what  poems  to  put  togetha  in  a 
book,  he  commented,  "The  po- 
ems are  the  brushstrokes  tfiat 
make  ip  a  painting",  meaning 
that  together  the  poems  have  a 
common  thread  and  locMig  at  all 
of  them  leaves  the  a  reader  with  a 
central  feeling  ot  message. 

Fallon  is  in  this  country  pp- 
moting  his  new  bode  and  will 
continuetotourextensively  doing 
readings.

As  part  of  the  drug  and  alcohol 
educaticxi  program  set  up  by  the 
recent  $150,000  federal  grant 
given  to  Htchburg  State  College, 
a  student  theater  group  named 
"Dandelion  Theater"  will  be  es- 
tablished. 

Originally  created  at  Rhode 
Island  College  a  few  years  back, 
tfie  group's  objective  is  to  make 
students  more  aware  of  social  is- 
sues pertinent  to  their  lives  at  col- 
lege and  part  of  this  is  the  issue  of 
drug  and  alcohol  abuse. 

The  name  Dandelioi  Theater 
finds  its  origin  in  the  questicHi  of 
whethar  a  dfflidelicHi  is  a  flowCT  or 


a  weed.  Original  matoial  bom 
the  Rhode  Islfflidproject  bears  the 
motto,  "The  diffaence  between  a 
weedandaflowerisajudgmaiL" 
TheTheater'saimthenistodimi- 
nate  students  finom  casting  judg- 
ments or  mddng  decisicms  pri(x 
to  possessing  an  awaraiess  of  so- 
ci^  issues. 

Holly  Kreidler-Phaneuf  is  the 
director  of  the  grant  project  and 
CKganizer  of  the  Dandelicxi  The- 
ater group  for  FSC.  She  de- 
scribed the  project  as  "theater 
with  a  conscience"  and  "tackling 
contonpcxary  social  issues". 

Original  soipts  fixxn  the 
Rhode  Isl^projectwresdesuch 
issues  as  sexual  harassment, 
ableism,  racial  discrimination 
and  alcdiol  abuse.  The  skits  in- 


volve four  to  sk  actors  portraying 
scenes  as  they  may  actually  occur 
andhelptopointouttheignoance 
we  are  all  sometimes  guilty  of  and 
victimized  by  in  society.  The 
performances  are  designed  to 
leave  the  audience  questioning 
their  own  pacepticHis  of  others 
andhow  they  would  handle  them- 
selves in  certain  situations. 

Meetings  of  interested  stu- 
dents have  already  been  held  on 
campus  and  the  theater  seems  to 
be  off  to  a  solid  start  Kriedler- 
Phaneuf  said  thateven  though  she 
wants  this  to  move  quickly,  she 
knows  that  it  is  best  to  take  things 
slowly  at  first  The  fifteai  or  so 
students  who  expressed  initial  in- 
terest in  being  part  of  the  Dande- 
licHi  Theater  are  thaeforegoinglo 


use  this  semestCT  as  pimarily  a 
developmental  phase  and 
Kreidler-Hianeuf  shoots  for  a 
campus-wide  debut  in  the  sfxing. 
She  does  note  that  there  will  be  an 
attempt  to  do  isolated  skits  fw 
Alcohol  Awareness  Week  or 
some  other  eflfcKt  this  semester  to 
help  develq)  the  skills  of  the 
fledgling  (xganization.

Roberta  Adams

Our  focus  this  week  is  (XI  Pro- 
fessor Roberta  Adams  and  her 
teaching  expaience  in  Bulgaria 

Through  the  Fultright  Com- 
mission,ProfessOT  Adams,  who's 
been  with  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege fw  the  past  five  years  as  a 
professor  of  English,  was  able  to 
spend  last  year  teaching  at  a  uni- 
vCTsity  in  Sofia,  the  capital  of 
Bulgaria.  She  had  the  chance  to 
teach  English  courses  such  as 
Advanced  Writing,  Practical  En- 
glish and  American  Studies  to 
students  interested  in  the  Ameri- 
can way  of  Ufe. 

"I  really  enjoyed  it  a  lot  be- 
cause they're  v«y  curious  about 
the  United  States.  A  lot  of  than 
would  like  to  come  study  here,  " 
said  Adams  about  her  students. 
"They're  the  same  as  students 
hoe,  trying  to  balance  their  social 


life  with  their  studies.  They're 
interested  in  music  and  buying 
new  clothes.  Some  of  my  stu- 
dents from  northern  Bulgaria 
could  get  MTV,  so  they  were  up 
OT  the  latest  videos." 

"They  don't  have  the  money 
that  American  kids  do...it's  very 
hard  for  the  students  there  to  get 
jobs.  Unemployment  is  high,  be- 
cause of  the  change  in  moving  to 
a  c^italist  economy  from  a  struc- 
tured one,"  said  Adams,  pointing 
out  Bulgaria's  recent  shift  fitxn  a 
canmunist  country  to  a  demo- 
cratic (xie. 

"But  the  kids  generally  are  the 
same."  added  Adams.  "They 
were  really  nice.  It's  amazing  to 
go  to  another  country  and  see  that 
young  pec^le  everywhere  are 
ixetty  much  the  same." 

Expecting  to  see  "Eurc^jean 
loddng"  people,  Adams  was  sur- 
prised to  find  out  that  Bulgarians 
loc^  very  much  like  Americans. 
"Somebody  wrote  to  me  fiom 


home  and  asked  'What  do  they 
look  like?'  and  I  said  'They  lode 
like  people!'"  said  Adams. 

Adams,  who  also  spent  five 
months  teaching  in  China  in 
1984,  noted  with  interest  the  po- 
litical and  economic  changes 
emerging  in  Bulgaria  during  ^r 
stay.  Bulgaria,  a  Communist 
Bloc  country  since  the  beginning 
of  WcH-ld  War  H,  declared  itself  a 
democracy  in  1989  as  it  had  been 
pdor  to  the  war.  Adams  com- 
mented on  the  country's  rebirth 
into  democracy,  still  in  the  eariy 
stages.  "Itwasn'tas  'gray'aslhad 
expected  it  to  be,  although  it's  not 
ascolofiil  as  we're  used  to  hoein 
Amaica." 

Indq)aident  businesses  and 
tourism  have  not  taken  offas  well 
in  Bulgaria  as  they  have  in  othCT 
countries  with  sirnilar  situations. 
HowevCT,  Adams  did  say,  "The 
social  life  was  great  They'revoy 
musical,  artistic  pecple,  typical  of 
the  Eurcpean  tradition."

The  writ- 
ing aixl  acting  for  the  show  is  not 
that  bad,  in  fact  it's  pxetty  good 
I'm  sure  that  it  will  iK)t  be  re- 
membered for  any  of  that 
though.

For  so  many  years 
television  poducers  were  able  to 
make  good  quality  shows  without 
nudity.  If  people  did  sleq)  aroutxi 
they  left  what  went  on  in  the  bed- 
room to  the  imaginatioa 

I  think  allowing  nudity  aa  tele- 
vision is  just  going  to  add  to  the 
moral  breakdown  of  society.  Mo- 
rality helps  build  up  society  and 
makes  it  psDsper  and  grow.

De>riro  adapted  die  film  afto* 
ChazzPalmintai'sonemanplay, 
"A  Bronx  Tale".  Palminteri  also 
stars  in  the  movie  opposite 
DeNiro.  The  film  centos  around 
Cologero,  a  young  boy  who  loves 
and  respects  his  hard  worfdng  fe- 
thCT  Lorenzo  (DeNiro)  but  is  fas- 
cinated by  the  neighborhood 
gangster  Sonny  (Palminteri). 
While  Lorenzo  struggles  to  keep 
Cologero  on  the  right  track. 
Sonny  takes  the  boy  under  his 
wing  and  educates  him  in  the 
ways  of  the  street 

CologCTO  defies  his  faShsx  by 
spending  time  with  Sonny  and 
doing  illegal  things.  Lraenzo  tries 
to  explain  that  what  Sonny  does  is 
wrong,  and  CologCTO  ^its  back, 
"Just  like  Srainy  says,"The  woik- 
ing  man  really  is  a  sucko"!"" 
Lorenzo  is  now  at  odds  with  the 
powerful  gangster,  and  deter- 
mined to  fight  for  his  son. 

As  Colc^oo  grows  oldCT,  the 
worid  outside  changes,  but  his 
neighbrabood  remains  the  same. 
WhileothCTteenagos  are  practic- 


ing free  love  and  swimming  in  tie 
dye,  Cologero  and  his  mafia 
bound  buddies  wear  Wack  silk 
suits  and  leatho*  coats  to  high 
sdiooL  We  see  the  influoKe 
Srainy  has  given  him  as  a  fiiend 
and  advisor.  Ccdogero  strikes  a 
balance  betweoi  his  menux  and 
his  fatha,  drawing  the  best  fiiran 
both,  while  the  two  men  struggle 
with  each  otho"  for  the  boy's  af- 
fectirai. 

Racial  issues  are  dealt  with  in 
the  film  when  CologCTO  meets 
Jane,ab]ackgirifitxn  school  that 
he  is  attracted  to.  Theracialhate 
spawned  from  his  nei^braiiood 
threatens  to  take  away  their 
chance  fra  a  relatiraiship.  Thoe 
are  many  powerfiil  and  violent 
scenes  dealing  with  this  hate  and 
the  viewCT  is  ^le  to  feel  the  inno- 
trament  that  die  charactos  are 
experiencing. 

The  rich  scenery  as  well  as 
the  terrific  sixties  music  give  this 
movie  die  authentic  feel  that 
DeNiro  strove  for.  Using  real 
peq)le  radia  than  acbial  actra^s 
DeNiro  was  also  able  to  ^ice  up 
die  film  widi  characters  such  as 
JoJo  die  Whale  and  Frankie

The  show  in  questirai  toe*:  place 
rai  Tuesday,  September  27,  die 
fourth  of  six  sold-out  shows  at  die 
Garden.  This  was  die  27di  show  fra- 
this  writo",  but  the  first  I  had  seen  in 
three  years.  Perhaps,  due  to  diis 
extoKkd  lay  over  between  shows, 
I  expected  nothing  shrat  of  a  mas- 
terpiece to  make  me  realize  what 
I  hii  missed  during  my  hiatus.A 
mastopiece  wasn't  delivCTed,  but 
after  die  show  I  did  find  mysdf 
scrambling  to  find  a  ticket  for  die 
next  ni^t's  pofiamance. 

The  show  opened  predictably 
widi  'Touch  of  Grey",  die  band's 
numbCT  one  hit  from  1987.

Garcia,  die  band's  lead  guitarist 
seemed  to  have  a  hard  time  with  the 
muddy  sound  mix.
